After nearly two hours of dis- 
cussion Robert P. Barnes, chair- 
man of the board of selectmen, in- 
dicated that final decision would 
be deferred until next week. 

Dr. Mercer, local optometrist, 
appeared before the board and a 
group of 60 voters present to ex- 
plain the reasons for his applica- 
tion. Dr. Mercer told the voters 
“he got quite a shock” when he 
saw the fuel bills for the first 
winter of his residence in North- 
field, about three years ago, and 
felt some extra income was nec- 
essary. The idea of a gas station 
occurred to him at that time, but 
was discarded because “things 
were pretty on Main St. then.” 

“Things have changed since 
then,” he stated. ‘The tax rate is 
going up and up and will take a 
big jump this year. Main St. is no 
longer a residential section; it is 
now a commercial section.” 

His stand was a reversal from 
previous opinion when he opposed 
another application under consid- 
eration last fall for a_ station 
across the street at 41 Main St., 
and labeled it a nuisance. 

-In answer to a direct question 
Dr. Mercer stated that he would 
not operate the station himself; in 
fact: he said, “optometric laws” 
prohibit use of his name in the 
business. However, he continued, 
there are as yet no definite com- 
mitments to a dealer. He went on 
to say that he had made no def- 
inite plans for construction be- 
yond the required plot plan. 

Mr. Barnes asked for any others’ 
who wished to speak in favor of 
granting the license. There were 
none. 

Several persons spoke in opposi- 
tion to the -permit, including Dr.

to feed the birds who have a hard 
time getting sufficient food when 
ice and snow covers everything 
and the cupboards are bare. 

Anyone with a little effort can 
have a bird restaurant in his 
yard. With a spark of ingenuity 
and a dash of imagination feeders 
can be individually yours. Talk 
with your neighbor. See what’s 
being offered at gift shops, feed 
stores, nurseries and garden coun- 
ters. Try out a variety of these 
suggestions on your birds and 
note which they prefer. 

Birds aren’t particularly im- 
pressed with the money spent on 
their cafeteria. They seem to en- 
joy the simplest kind the best. 

You might start with a window 
feeder. This will give you an ex- 
cellent view of the visitors from 
indoors. And you have but to open 
the window to replenish food or 
brush away the snow. Stock it 
with cake crumbs, bread crumbs, 
“buttered” bread crumbs, sun- 
flower seeds, raisins, weed seeds 
and old grass seed. Old vegetable 
seeds aren’t rated as a delicacy 
by our birds, but they do like mil- 
let, timothy, redtop, bluegrass and 
fescue. Squash seeds they enjoy. 

“If your food shelf is too shel- 
tered your window visitors will 
hesitate ‘to pay you a call. Ever 
on the alert for enemies they may 
think danger is imminent if they 
feel closed in and cannot see a 
means of escape. Some of the en- 
emies wear fur and some wear 
feathers. Watch the behaviour of 
your pets, your bird pets such as 
chickadee or nuthatch, that feed 
at your window. Constantly on 
their guard they take a mouthful, 
and even before swallowing they 
look to see if danger is near. 

Hang a bag of suet nearby for 
the woodpeckers, white breasted 
nuthatches and chickadees. Cro- 
chet small bags of string or use 
parts of old orange or onion bags. 
This discourages bluejays from 
carrying away large pieces. Or 
fasten a good sized piece of suet 
to a tree trunk. It is best to cover 
it with wire rnesh. 

If this is your initial venture, 
don’t be discouraged if birds do 
not come right away. It may take 
a little time for them to discover 
your offer of free meals. They 
may shy away from close prox-
